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THE DIVISION OF THE SECOND JU- 
DICIAL DISTRICT. 


The division of the Second Judicial 
District, comprising the counties of 
Washoe, Ormsby and Douglas, has 
long been necessary, and should be 
accomplished by an Act of the Legis- 
lature this season. One judge cannot 
do the work of these three counties. 
Washoe county alone has sufficient 
legal business to keep a judge busy. 
Although Judge King has worked 
hard and continuously in this district, 
it has been impossible for him to 
avoid the accumulation of cases on the 
docket of Washoe county and, we 
presume, Ormsby also. Litigants are, 
in consequence, exposed to vexatious 
delays, and often considerable unnec- 
essary expense. It will pay Washoe 
county to beceme a judicial district of 
itself, supportingdts own judge. This 
we shall bye-and-bye proceed to 
show. 

The District Court is in session in 
this county only five months in the 
year, and yet the business of Washoe 
is greater than that of Ormsby and 
Douglas combined. We have Janu- 
ary, February, April, September and 
October. Ormsby and Douglas have 
the remaining months. To the salary 
of the judge Washoe and Ormsby 
each contribute $2,100, and Douglas 
the remaining $000. Yet, although 
we pay less than half the salary of the 
judge, the frequent adjournments of 
Court put the county to more expense 
than the balance of his salary amounts 
to. A legal gentleman estimates that 
the direct cost to this county, caused 
by these adjournments,of jury fees and 
other Court expenses, and for the 
maintenance of prisoners in the jail, is 
fully $3,000 a year. Then the cost of 
repeated continuaoces in important 
cases, continuances made necessary by 
the brief term of the Court and bya 
crowded calendar, is often very great 
to individual litigants and tax-paye . 
Had Washoe county a District Court 
in session whenever business required 
it, the jail expenses and Court fees 
would be greatly lightened. It is now 
possible for a prisoner to be kept ip 
the jail six months, at an expense to 
the county of $1 per day, before he 
can be tried. There is no Court be- 
tween Aprii and September: The bar 
of Reno are unauimously in favor of 
the division of this judicial district, 
and believe that the county would, 
both directly and indirectly, save 
money by the change. | 

We understand that Judge King 
favors the proposed change and be- 
lieves it to be necessary. To bring it 
about an Act must be passed in the 
Legislature. It will be advisable to 
annex Churchill to this county for ju- 
dicial purposes. Wheh Mr. Board- 
man was in the Senate,Senator Grimes 
once proposed to him to add Church- 
ill to this district, saying that Church- 
ill would contribute $800 per year, 
This change would be a boon to 
Churchill, as Stillwater, the county 
seat, is only forty miles from Reno, 
and were the Court of its district in 
session here, it would be easily ac- 
cessible. Churchill is now tacked on 
to Lander and Nye, and Judge Mc- 
Kinney, of the district which those 
three counties form, is nearly all the 
year 200 miles away from Stillwater. 

Judge King has yet two years of 
his term to serve, and his consent to 
the division of this district is requi- 
site toenable the split to be made 
this winter. It is understood that he 
stands ready to resign when such leg- 
islation shall have been accomplished, 
of course with the condition that he 
Shall at once be appointed to one of 


the new districts. Judge King must 
be retained in Washoe county. He is 
an honest man and a sound lawyer. 
Washoe cannot afford to take a cheap 
judge in his place. It is believed 
that he is desirous of locating here. 
The question of salary could no doubt 
be satisfactorily arranged. It is likely 
that he would consider a salary of 
$4,000, as judge of this new district, 
to be equivalent to the salary of $5,000 
that he now receives, with the oner- 
ous duties and heavy traveling expen- 
ses that go with it. 

Washoe county’s representatives 
should not neglect this matter in the 
Legislature this winter. We _ believe 
that it will reccive their careful at- 
tention. :

The streets of Reno in their present 
condition may be fit for hogs to walk 
in, but not for men and women, The 
crossing at the intersection of Com- 
mercia! Row and Virginia street is 
floode:! with liquid mud. All pedes- 
trians are warned not to attempt its 
passs:e after dark this evening. It is 
not sufe. A slip from the submerged 
plunks into the horse pond on either 
side would certainly result in blas- 
phemy from a man and in shrieks 
from a woman. The bridge across 
Virginia street in front of Goeggel’s is 
the only safe way over the gulf of nud. 
Virginia street and Commefcial Row 
were Friday both flooded to a depth 
of from three to six inches. Every 
step of a horse spattered the filth over 
the sidewalks. This state of thiugs is 
disgraceful toa town of the size and 
pretensions of Reno. It threatens the 
health of the public. Those great 
pools of high colored fluid on Virginia 
street must be breeders of disease and 
death. - They are stagnant reservoirs 
for all the nastiness that flows inte 
them, as well as disgusting eyesores to 
all who look upon them. 

T. K. Hymers says the County 
Commissioners will take action in the 
matter of grading and macadamizing 
the streets, if a petition from a suffi- 
cient number of property holders on 
the isaes of the contemplated improve- 
ments shall be presented. This is all 
well enough, and such a petition 
should be circulated and signed. But 
we think the Commissioners should 
take action anyhow, without any pe- 
tition. The public comfort and the 
public health, the growing traffic of 
the place, and aregard for decent ap- 
pearances and for the good name of 
the town all demand that these im- 
provements shall be made, Let the 
work be done. The man who opposes 
it should be rolled in one of the stink- 
ing pools that he desires to preserve,

The business men 
will not give them away, of course, 
and so there would be little chance of 
conviction in the event of arcest. 
They are’ never seen to publicly so- 
licit patronage, for they are too care- 
ful of that. The drummers find it 
cheaper to sneak out of the payinent 
of their licenses than to contest legal 
points in the Supreme Court, as in 
the case of Siebenhauer. It is proba- 
ble that an effort to outwit these 
smooth workers will soon be made. 
Their present plan of action deprives 
the city of several hundred dollars 
during the year,”—Eureka Sentinel.

THE ALTA MINE. 


The Cooks are catching it all round, 
because the Alta mine is full of water, 
The Cooks are believed to be, in some 
way responsible for the water in Alta. 
It is true that it is not quite clear to 
the popular apprehension how the 
Cooks got the water in, but the water 
is gertainly there, and who but the 
Cooks could have let itin? It is not 
exactly understood how the Cooks 
could have kept the water out, had 
they been so inclined, but the popular 
suspicion is that they didn’t want to 
keep it out; that they were rather 
glad when it came in; that they 
hoped and expected it would come in; 
that they knew it would come in; and 
that they had planned from the very 
first to bring itin. The popular in- 
dignation against the Cooks has taken 
all these forms of accusation. 

What a great booby gambling pub- 
lic it is, to be sure. It rushed in to 
buy Alta when it knew absolutely 
nothing about the state of the mine. 
Its only reason for buying was that 
the stock was “‘going up,’”’ and there 
was every appearance of a “big deal.’’ 


Then the water tame in; everybody 
was certain that it was let in on pur- 
pose; that the Cooks did it; anda 
panic resulted, the stock dropping 
down to its old figure of $3 a share 
or thereabouts. From the beginning 
to the end of the so-called deal the 
public knew nothing about the mine. 
They had no more reason for buying 
than they had for selling out in the 
panic. 

The grumbling which has been go- 
ing on in San Francisco‘the last few 
days has had the effect’of bringing out 


some interesting information in re- 
gard to the mine, Archie Borland 
testified at a meeting of “‘dissatisfied”’ 
stockholders on Tuesday night as fol- 
lows, according to the Bulletin’s re- 
port: 


“He said that Daniel Cook pulled 
out a map and a diagram showing the 
assays of the ore every five feet. The 
length of the ore body was between 
400 and 500 feet, and the average as- 
says of one of the drill holes was $70. 
That day he bought 2,000 shares of 
Alta, paying from $8 50 to $10 for 
it. The next day he paid $10 or $12, 
and afterward as high as $15 25. He 
was assured that it was a $200 stock. 
Cook tuld him that Deroy would be 
in town that day, and after buying 
the stuck he went up to see him. 
Derby confirmed the assays, and said: 
‘Now you know just as much about it 
as we do.’ He made no mention of 
the water at all. The assays ran up 
as high as $157 a ton.”’ 


Well, what has happened to prove 
that the statements made to Borland 
were false? Nothing. The flood of 
water has ‘prevented any exploration 
of the ore body. Just when the drift 
struck the vein, the water came in and 
drowned the hopes of the sharebold- 
ers. It looked suspicious, certainly, 
that flood of water. The public was 
so suspicious that for a time it 
wouldn't oelieve that any water had 
becn struck. Everybody in Virginia 
City knew that water had been struck; 
the Virginia papers said so and gave 
particulars, but still the “people at 
the Bay” doubted, They wanted to 
see the water before they would be- 
lieve init. Nothing but ocular dem- 
onstration would satisfy them. Had 
the Cooks exhibited in their. office 
window several bottles of dirty water, 
labelled ‘Water from the Alta, 2,050 
level,” the doubts of the public might 
have been assuaged, But they did 
not do this. They took no means to 
convince the public about the water, 
just as they took no means to convince 
the public about the ore. 

In the light of these facts, the popu- 
lar indignation against the Cooks has 
a comical look. We do not admire 
the Cooks, nor apologize for then. 
Their record is a little dark in regard 
to stock transactions, But so far as 
the recent movement in Alta is con- 
cerned, we cannot see that they are 
particularly to blame. Suppose it 
should turn out that Alta has a _ bo- 


nanza? What will be said about the 
management then? It will be abused 
probably; abused just as much as it is 
now, but on different grounds. And 


that will give new life to mining on 
the Comstock, Said the Gold Hill 
News of last evening: 


“Water is what’s the matter with 
| Alta to-day. The ore vein is there, 
and there is every reason to believe 
that it contains good pay ore and 
plenty of it. Even this great flow of 
water is a good sign.” 


DEATH OF GEORGE ELIOT. 


George Eliot, the most famous nov- 
elist of her day, is dead. Her maiden 
name was Marian Evans, but she be- 
came known to the public as George 
Eliot, and her true name remained to 
many unknown. She was born in 
1820. Her father was a poor clergy- 
man. The -first book from-her pen 
appeared in 1857. Her “ Adam Bede,” 
in the following year, made _ er fam- 
ous, and her reputation was subse- 
quently extended by such works as 
Mill on the Floss, Middlemarch, 
and Daniel Deronda. Her peculiar 
power as a novelist lay in her subtle 
analysis of character, a gift in which 
she had no equal in English literature, 
with the exception, perhaps, of Haw- 
thorne, 

George Eliot lived for years with 
George Henry Lewes, in the relation 
of a wife, before any marriage was 
possible between them under the 
English law. Lewes was already mar- 
ried and his wife was insane. He did 
not marry George Eliot until the de- 
coase of his first wife. But no one 
ever breathed a word against the nov- 
elist’s purity of character. She was 
in no sense weak, but a woman of 
lofty philosophic thought, and she 
had the courage of her convictions. 
Lewes, who will be remembered by 
his ‘‘ Problems of Life and Mind,” 
and by his ‘‘ Biographical History of 
Philosophy,” died a few years ago. 
George Eliot recently re-married. Her 
second husband is Walter Cross, a 
merchant unknown to fame save as the 
husband of a woman of transcendant 
genius.

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HOW TO CURE COLDS. 


Sensible Methods of Treaiment—Simple 
Remedies Which Can be Applied in 
Every House—A. Cough Mixture and 
a Gargle, Sweating, etc. 


From Hall's Journal of Health. 


A cold in the head can fusually be 
cured in a few hours, if, as soun as it 
is discovered, the person will sniff the 
fumes of ammonia or _ spirits of 
camphor every few minutes as strong 
as they can be borne. When a severe 
cold attacks the throat and lungs, 
there is no safety in neglecting it for 
an hour, for there is more or less in- 
flammation of the lungs, which inter- 
feres with their action, rendering them 
liable at any moment to take on seri- 
ous, and possibly uncontrollable dis- 
ease. Go home and remain there. In 
the evening take a warm foot bath, 
and at bed time take three or four 
liver pills. These will stimulate the 
liver to healthy action, and promptly 
relieve the lung trouble; but it rea- 
ders the system sensitive to renewed 
attacks, and, therefore, the greatest 
care should be observed for several 
days not to take fresh colds. Ordi- 
narily no other treatment is necessary; 
but, should the cough continue, have 
your druggist make the following 
mixture, and take one or two tea- 
spoonfuls every hour till cured: Gly- 
cerine, 4 ounces; whiskey, 4 ounces; 
morphine, 1 grain. 

Sore throat can be promptly relieved 

by applying a mustard plaster, or 
‘‘mustard leaves’ on the front of the 
neck over the sore spot. In addition 
the throat and mouth may be fre- 
quently gargled with the following 
mixture: 
A teaspoonful of salt, a pinch of 
red pepper, and a tablespoonful ot 
vinegar. If found too strong, add a 
little water.’ A portion of the gargle 
may be swallowed, or sipped, little at 
a time, 

Sweating has been quite generally 
recommended in the cure of colds. I 
think, however, that the risk of taking 
celd afterward will more than coun- 
terbalance the good that may be ex- 
pected, and, except in cases of unu- 
sual severity, I would not recommend 
it. 

The “Turkish Bath” bas been rec- 
ommended as a cure for colds. With 
proper care afterwards, there is no 
better or more effectual plan of cut- 
ting short a severe cold. It is not, 
however, necessary to go toa regular 
establishment to take such a bath. 
Any small comfortable room, where a 
good fire can be quickly made, will 
answer the purpose. In the early 
evening make a good fire in the stove 
and close the doors and windows, 
leaving Only small openings for ven- 
tilation. Then let the patient put on 
his night clothes and lie down on a 
bed or sofa, or sit in an easy chair for 
an hour or more, with the tempera- 
ture of the room from 90 to 100 deg. 
F. Afterward the room should be 
gradually cooled to about 70 deg., and 
the patient should go to bed and re- 
main there till morning.

Prof, Lemmon Thinks the Lubbock

Among Neveda Locusts--He Recom- 
mends the Importation of the De- 


siroyer. 


OakLanD, Dec. 23. 

Editor Gazette:—I have received a 
copy of the GazErrE containing a 
marked extract from the New York 
Sun descriptive of the Lubbock beetle, 
and followed by your suggestion that 
this locust-egg destroying beetle might 
be the means of ridding your section 
of the locust plague. 

Yours is no senseless project. Sev- 
eral species of insects harmful or 
harniless have already been introd uced 
intu Yegions widely removed from 
their habitat. The Hessian fly, the 
Phylloxera, several wood-borers, leaf- 
rollers | and: blight insects, together 
with several butterflies have come to 
us from/ Europe, while we have sent a 
number of species abroad and also, 
but for great precautions used, our 
Colorado potato beetle would have 
beer introduced ere this into the gar- 
dens of Europe. 

When it is remembered that man is 
almost powerless before any of these 
insect scourges; that only the laws of

The similar effective ravages of the 
big white grub, the larva of a species 
of Bombylius, as noted so generally in 
Sierra valley and reported by me 
from time to time in the papers, is at- 
tracting a great deal of attention 
abroad, and is noted by certain emi- 
nent ‘naturalists as a new and import- 
ant fact. Baron Osten Sacken, the 
celebrated Russian naturalist, and the 
universal authority on the great sub- 
order of Diptera, or two-wingcd in- 
sects, writes from Heidelburg on the 
Rhine: 

“Your last paper (on the locust 
scourge) contained a very interesting 
item to me, the observation on the 
Bombylius, a fact new to science. 
Hitberto the Bombylii have been ob- 
served hovering among Hynvenoptera 
(nerve-winged insects like bees and 
wasps), and were naturally supposed | 
to be their parasite, but the systematic 
destruction ‘of grasshopper eggs by 


the larva of a Bombylius is a new fact 
and a very interesting one.”

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CHRISTMAS EVEIN TRUCKEE. 


A Novel Sunday School Celebration— 
Santa Claus Prepares a Great Sur- 
prise for the Children, 


Editor Gazette:—Mr. Canon, con- 
ductor on the overland, gave me a 
very interesting account of the exer- 
cises at the Methodist Sunday school 
at Truckee on Christmas eve. I re- 
produce it, thinking that you, may 
wish to use it.

Near by stood two Christ- 
mas trees, brilliantly lighted with 
large wax candles, but graced with 
not a solitary present. Rev. T. 58. 
Uren hesitatingly expressed his fears 
that the school had been slighted. He 
closely examined the trees but dis- 
covered nothing. He said, however, 
that he would see what could be done, 
and, after a moment’s meditation, 
called upon three or four little girls 
from the audience to go to bis assist- 
ance. They of course responded to 
his wholly unexpected summons, and, 
after a brief consultation, were left to 
pursue whatever course they might 
deem proper. Then followed a dia- 
logue by the girls. They wondered if 
it could be possible that Santa Claus 
had ‘‘really and truly” forgotten 
them, and different plans of action 
were discussed.

MOHAWK, SIERRA AND SARDINE. 


The Mines, Timber and Koads Through 
the Valleys of the Sierra. 


The most conspicuous feature of the 
landscape in all Plumas county is 
the works of the Plumas Eureka mine. 
It is located on the top cf a high bar- 
ren mountain, and its upper tunnel 
and building can be seen for milesand 
miles. The mountain is known as 
“Seventy Six,” from the first mine 
located on it, which is now part of 
the Eureka. The mine 1s the best in 
the State of California, at this date. 
The rack goes from $6 to $18 a ton in 
gold, and there is a vast body of ore. 
The mine isworked by tunnels run- 
ing inon the mountain side. Three 
are now in, and a fourth is being run 
which will be over a mile in length. 
Two mills keep grinding out the gold 
day and night. The upper one is of 
48 stamps; the lower, 40. Twenty 
more are now going in. It is said that 
by careless milling the bonanza is in 
the tailings, which run offdown Jam- 
ison Creek, and are worked by Itali- 
ans with arastras, who pay $100 a day 
each for the privileges*~ There are 37 
arastras going, and the sight is some- 
what peculiar. Johnstown is the name 
given the settlement at the mills. The 
ore is carried down on a tramway, and 
the cars are handled with wire ropes. 
The.rails are set on trestle works, 70 
feet high in one place, and a ride up 
or down is equal to a balloon ascen- 
sion for danger and ‘excitement. 
Jamison is (or was before the fire last 
month) a little pine shanty town, sit- 
ting in the canyon of Jamison Creek. 
It isjust as large as Johnstown. A 
large bed of gravel lies under the 
town site, and is supposed to be part 
of a large hold-bearing basin, which is 
being prospected by a shaft near by. 
It isexpected that the bedrock will be 
very rich, from the indications. Jam- 
ison is 27 milesfrom Quincy, and is 
two miles off the road home. To 
reach the main road, a heavy grade 
down a finely-timbered ridge, must be 
gone over, and the traveler finds him- 
self in Mohawk Valley. This fine val- 
ley is about 7 miles long, but very 
narrow, It is a succession of beauti- 
ful pastoral scenes, where farms «have 
been cleared up among the timber—

on Mohawk Creek, The principal 
crop is hay, which brings from $20 to 
$25 a ton at Jamison aad the Eureka 
mine, There is a post-office named 
Wash for the convenience of the farm- 
ers. Mrs. King is the postmistess. 
The farmers all seem well to do and 
several have fine homes. Mr. Denton 
is aheavy cattle dealer. Mr. Nese+ 
man has built a nice house recently.- 
Mr. McClair has a very fine resi- 
dence at the Hot Springs. Mohawk 
creek is full of fish, and the woods are 
full of deer aod bear. Grouse and 
quail are always plenty. LL. J. Fijat, 
who makes a yearly visit, says the 
valley is the best hunting and fishing 
ground within reach of Reno. Prob- 
ably the friends of Clover and other 
valleys will dispute the point. In the 
high mountain which rises on the 
west side of the valley there area 
number of gravel mines, which pay 
well. One ot the finest kind of speci- 
mens, worth $110, was washed out by 
a young man named Perry last fall. 
On the east side are a number of loca- 
tions in quartz croppings, mostly 
made by Reno men. Weston, Laws 
& Co, have moved the little two- 
stamp mill from Reno out and put it 
up on the Neseman mine. This mine 
was the first location, and one little 
pocket paid $2,000. The rock was 
worked in ap arastra. Chamberlain, 
Poe, Klint and others are interested 
in a number of locations at both ends 
of the Neseman mine. There has 
never been any systematic prospect- 
ing done, and the most that can be 
said is that it looks like a good place 
te venture some money. The crop- 
pings and clay all over the mountain 
side assay well in gold. Chamberlain 
is sinking a shaft, and proposes to 
crosscut, tosee if there is aledge. A 
shaft will also be sunk to a depth of 
100 feet on the Neseman mine, and 
the prospects are good for ore to run 
the little mill on. If one or two good 
mines should be found, it would be

not only in Mohawk, but in Sierra 
valley, as they would have a sure and 
steady market for all the hay, vegeta- 
bles and fruit they could raise. Their 
price would be the cost at the near- 
est market, with freight added. They 
ought to be very glad to see outsiders 
coming in with money to prospect, but 


: some of them try to hold claims that | 
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that they have no means to work, and 
thus play thedogin the manger. A 
very fine body ot timber lies between 
Mohawk and Sierra valleys. The de- 
mand for lumber is light. McNair 
brothers have a mill near the Summit, 
where they can haul Jumber down hill 
into either valley. Rocky Point post- 
office, kept by Mrs. Yerington, is on 
the road close to Sierra valley, and is 
a yreat convenience to the neighbors. 
The ride acress the valley is almost 
always a pleasant one. The vast hay 
fields stretch for many miles to the 
east and north, and beyond them on 
every side rise the everlasting hills. 
The center of the valley is swampy, 
and, in consequence, the road must 
go up the west side and around the 
head of the valley. Between Sierra 
valley and Sardine, there lies “quite a 
chunk of a ridge,” covered with a very 
heavy body of pine and fir timber. 
Sardine is a small valley devoted to 
dairying. The barn now used by 
John Fleckanstein is the frame of a 
saw mill built in 1864 by W. R. 
Chamberlain, of the Depot Hotel, and 
Al. Lyman, of Engine 48. The road 
from Sardine is over the old Henness 
Pass, through Dog valley and Crystal 
Peak, and over the well-known road 
north of the river to Reno.
